Jobless Rate 


9.5% in City

The employment picture in B.C, this month has 
failed to reflect the first encouraging signs in months 
recorded in other parts of the country, 


The seasonally-adjusted jobless rate fell for the 
first time this year across Canada, to 6.6 per cent in 


October from 6.9 per cent in September, the Domin-,. 


jon Bureau of Statistics.reported from Ottawa today. 


The unemployment rate in 
B.C,, however, remained un 
changed at 88 per eent, 
Worst hit areas in the prov- 
ince ave Victoria and Van- 
eauver, where 9.5 per cent of 
the labor force ig out of work. 

Across the ommiry, the 
number of jobless rose last 
month to 419,000 fram 308,000 
in Septenrher, a smaller in- 
erease than usual but up 
wubstantially from the un- 
employment count of 314,000 


in October, 1969. 

Statistics also show an 
increase in the number of 
Canadians with jobs to- 
7,008,000 in the middle of 
Ootober, from 1,086,000 a 


month earlier, 


Because the increase in the 
mumber employed reversed 
the usual trend for October, 
the seasonally-adjusted  job- 
legs rate fell for the first time 
this year, 

But that percentage 
watehed by government 
authorities as the main guide 
to employment patterns, was 
ap from only 5,1 per cent in 
the same month one year ago, 

The adjusted jobless rate is 
ealoulated as the percentage 
of the total labor force 
unemployed, with the normal 
pessonal ups and downs dis- 
counted to show the underly- 
ing trend, 

This rate has moved up 
steadily from 4.5 per cent last 
January, Most economists 
would regard a rate of 4 per 
gent as the target. 

In other parts of the 
country; the adjusted jobless 
rate rose on the ‘Prairies and 
went down in Eastern 
Canada, The rate dropped to 
7.6 per cept in the Atlantic 
region, shifted slightly to 8.8 
from 8.9 in Quebee, and fell 
to 4.6 fvom 5.1 in Ontario, 

British Columbia's increase 
in the number of workers 
without jobs jumped dramati- 
cally from 56,000 in Septem- 
ber to 69,000 iast month, 

By comparison, there were 


only 40,000 unemployed in

OTTAWA — The Canadian Transport 
Commission today told Canadian Pacific

The stunning 23-page judgment has immediate 
ramifications for similar hearings concluded only this 
week in Edmonton and Lethbridge at which the CPR 
sought to discontinue passenger feeder trains linking 
Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge and Medicine “Hat; 
and Canadian National Railways te—cut its Edmon- 


ton-Calgary run, 


“The Victoria judgment will set a new pattern 
fer all future discontinuanee hearings on railway 
passenger lines in Canada and will even be considered 
when the Prairie freight branch lines question is 
unfrezen in 1975,” a CTC spokesman said, 


“What it does for the first time is tell the rail- 
ways: ‘If you really haven't tried to make a profitable 
service, then we're not even going to listen to you 


until you da’,” 


Access to Subsidies Blocked 


The CTC was at pains to 
underline another shattering 
aspect of the case by 
refusing to declare CPR's 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo Rail- 


way service on Vancouver 
Island “uneconomic,” tie 
judgment also denies the 


company access to federal 
subsidies up to 80 per cent of 
operating losses when a rail- 
way is ordered to continue an 
unprofitable service. 

“Up until now, everyene's

WAS WELL THAT LE GRAND 

Charles passed gradually from 
the European. political scene 
through the quiet anterooms. of 
formal retirement, rural village 
residence and family seclusion, 
before reaching the still chamber of 
death, For France to have been 
suddenly widowed — to use Presi- 
dent Pompidou’s: apt phrase — 
while General de Gaulle was in the 
full flight of his leadership could 
have precipitated a dangerous and 
chaotic national! situation. 

Tt was given to the man who had 
stirred his nation, his continent and 
his century, to die on the eve of 80 
within the peaceful walls of his 
home, far removed in time and 
place from the events which had 
made him a world figure — or more 
correctly, perhaps, which he had 
used to make himself one. 

Charles de Gaulle was fated. to 
be, as Winston Churchill described 
him, a man of destiny. But his early 
life as a young army officer was 
relatively uneventful. It took a 
world war and the defeat of his 
country to place him in the position 
of leadership which history had 
reserved for him, And when he 
found the postwar political scene 
not to his liking, it took the 
challenge of national chaos a dozen 
years later to draw him once more 
into the active arena in which for a 
decade he welded his country, set it 
again. on the road to power and 


made his name a commonplace in 
chancellories and homes through- 
out the world. ~ 


His mature years were a fasci- 


nating blend of events In which it 
was difficult to determine whether 
he was making history or history 
was making him. He moved sud- 
denly and powerfully when a 
situation cried for the decisiveness 
and the personal influence which he 
alone could bring to bear. He made 


decisions and carried them out 


against the advice of many and the 
anger of still more, yet in the end 
his judgment, even when overlaid 
with a typical freezing arrogance, 
Was repeatedly proved right. 

It is unfortunate that for Cana- 
dians the memory of this historic 
figure must be tarnished a little by 
his unprecedented personal interfer- 
ence in the “Quebec libre” contro- 
versy. That was a lapse of protocol, 
and more importantly of political 
judgment, which a younger de 
Gaulle would not likely have perpe- 
trated. But this unquestionably was 
a man of gtature, even of grandeur. 
What he lacked in warmth he made 
up in courage and dignity, what he 
lost through personal pride he made 
up in pride of country,-what he 
denied to allies he more than made 
up in his love for France and his 
devotion to her interests, 

So passes Charles de Gaulle, 
very inuch a man of destiny, very 
muchr a man.

But a 
community must show appreciation 
and support for its assets if donors 
are to continue to be attracted, This 
is an institution. which should_not 
have to tive-on an almost month-to- 
month basis. Even from the most 
practical commercial standpoint, 
dollars invested. by local govern: 
ments in the Gallery will be 
returned many-fold. 


Councils are. now fortunately 
coming to the rescue with interim 
financing, but a new enlightened 
approach to the situation is now in 
order. Certainly, after what the 
Gallery is accomplishing, there 
should be no aldermanic grumbles 
that “it doesn't seem to me that 
they are, frankly, managing their 
affairs.properly.”. What other insti- 
tution in this community has done 
so much with so little?

The biologist, Prof, Zhores 
Medvedev, was “fortunate.” 
As a result of public pressure 
from within and outside the 
USSR, Soviet authorities re- 
leased him after keeping him 
in an asylum for nearly three 
weeks (on the ground that-he 
had evinced signs of “ex- 
treme nervousness"), and 
after praising the doctors who 
had placed him there for 
having performed their 
“humanitarian duties,”’ 


Left Alone 


The 2tyear-<old writer, 
Viadimir Bukovaky,” tiret de- 
seribed his experiences in a 
Soviet asylum in an interview 
in the Washington Post May 
17 and later in a filmed 
interview with the then CBS 
correspondent iin Moscow;

Picture of Moonquake 
Sought by Apollo 14 


By THOMAS O'TOOLE 


WASHINGTON (WP) An 
Apollo 14 astronaut will at- 
tempt to photograph from 
lunar orbit evidence of the 
moon quakes that have been 
rocking the Fra Piauro region 
of the moon, 

The attempt will come next 
Feb. 6, while astronauts Alan 
B, Shepard Jr, and Edgar D. 
Mitchell are on the moon's 
surface about 100 miles north 
of the moonquake region_and 
astronaut Stuart A, Roosa is 
orbiting the moon alone 10 
miles above 

“The moon quakes seem to 
be coming from the southern 


These quakes were picked 
up by the seisometer left on 
the moon a year ago by the 
Apollo 12 astronauts, who 
Janded in the moon's Ocean of 
Storms about 150 miles 
northwest of the quake 
region, 

Roosa will not be looking 
for moon quakes in progress, 
but instead will . photograph 
the Fra Mauro region to see 
if "scientists can spot fresh 
fractures in the moon's erust, 
movements or elongation of 
faults and evidence that exist- 
ing faults may have been 
filled in by material from 
below the surface 


The pictures Roosa brings 
back will be compared with 
the 
same region by the unmanned 


photographs taken of 


lunar orbiter spacecraft, 
which snapped dozens of clear 
pictures of Fra Mauro with 
objects visible that were less 
than 30 feet across, 

Roose will use a Hasselblad 
still camera for the assign- 
ment, with a 250-millimetre 
telephoto lens attached, The 
Hasselblad should be able to 
pick out features as small as 
50 feet across, enough for 
acientific comparison with the 
orbiter photographs,

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IN AUSEUM BASEMENT 
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Love Finds Aphrodite 


By ALFRED FRIENDLY 


LONDON (WP) — 
announcement by American arche- 
ologist Iris Love that she discovered 
the head of Praxiteles’ famous 

, Statue of Aphrodite mouldering. in 
the basment of the British Museum 
was treated Monday with appro- 
priate lip-pursing reserve by the 
experts of that institution. 

Professor Love, 33 and pretty 
enough to have served herself in the 
goddess’ entourage, revealed’ her 
news in New York last week. For 
several seasons she has been digging 
at Cnidus, in southwestern Turkey, 
the site of-a temple of the goddess of 
love and of the renowned Fourth 
Century B.C, statue, The statue was 
much written about by ancient 
authors and was copied at least 50 
times by both later Greek and 
Roman sculptors, Many of their 
renditions still survive in European 
museums. 

Miss Love said she found the 
much-battered -remnant in the 
museum last spring when she was 
looking over the booty from Cnidus 
brought to Lendon in 350 crates in 
1858 by the British archeologist Sir 
Charles Newton.

Last year Miss Love claimed to 
have found a huge block near the 
temple. site itself, With partial words 
that-read {‘nude” and “‘Aph.” 

She conjectured that the inscrip- 
tion was erected to honor the famous 
sculptor and to direct tourists to his 
masterpiece, At the time, ihe figure 
was recognized as an artistic triumph 
but appeared scandalous to the good 
citizens because of its unrelieved 
nudity, 

The head in the Bujtish Museum's 
cellars is minus nose,. mouth and 
back of the skull. But on seeing it, 
Miss Love says she screamed, “It’s 
here, it's here.” She said she knew it 
was the original by its remarkable

You 
can’t say it isn’t: the original. But 
neither can you prove it isn't a copy.

One expert at the University of 
London Institute of Archeology 
points to the fact that Sir Charles 
Newton’s find of the head was at the 
Temple of Demeter, a good” mile 
away from the temple of Aphrodite, 
He though the odds were on the side 
that the head was a copy and not the 
original. Other archeologists have 
guessed it might be the head of a 
statue’ to Persephone, Demeter's 
daughter. 

“T don’t think Professor Love ts 
deliberately fooling the public,” one 


specialist said, -‘but she may be 
fooling herself.” 
British Museum officials are 


miffed — although,. as befits their 
venerable institution, politely so — at 
the suggestion that the head has Jain 
disregarded all these years, In fact, it 
has been catalogued and much 
studied over the years. There has 
been no doubt that it, as well as tons 
of other’ marble fragments in the 
museum basement diligently shipped 
to London by British archeologists 
and explorers during two centuries, is 
a splendid piece. — 

Archeologists, whose calling one 
of the most eminent of them once 
described as ‘‘not a profession but a 
vendetta,” are also annoyed at Miss 
Love’s habit of announcing her

By eliminating the chieé—of- 


state, China solved a problem 
that had kept. analysts here 
arguing during recent months, 
After the glorification of Mao 
that aecompunied the cultural 
revolution and still continues, 
it. seemed unlikely that Mao 
would want to see. another 
man given the prominence 
that would automatically 
attach to the head of state,

Picnic coolers death traps 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
For some reason children 
like to crawl into things. They 
children in the places into 
also like to shut up other 
which they have crawled, 


But crawling: into things, or 
being shut up in them, can be 
a dangerous game, 


Before manufacturers quit 
using self-locking doors, 
junked refrigerators killed a 
lot of youngsters every year. 


But who would have thought 
that the smaller picnic. cool- 
ers, which are standard 
household equipment for 
many a family also could be 
a@ menace to kids at play? 


But they, are, and the 


(NBS) is trying to make the 
picnic cooler safe for chil- 
dren, 


In a recent investigation the 
bureau studied 16 cases. in 


which children were killed 
by entrapment in portable 
coolers. 

“Plenic coolers present a 


problem,” the NBS reported, 
‘because they are designed to 
be relatively air-tight and have 
good insulation characteristics 
so that they might hold food 
and drink at low termpera- 
tures,” 

“These seem _ character- 
istics may mean death-for a 
trapped child, howevér, be- 
cause once locked in, his air 
supply is cut off and his cries 
for help are muffled," 


“He can do little but wait 
for death," 

A majority of the 16 cases 
studied involved coolers with 
self-locking lids, Once 
slammed, the lids could not be 
opened from inside, The study 
showed: that children ranging 
in age: from 1% to 4&ix 
years had died in coolers. 

Coolers only 10 inches wide, 
20 inches long, and 12 inches 
deep (about 14% cubie feet 
had proved big. enough to 
entomb a child 

The NBS is investigationg 
ways of making coolers safe 
by design changes that will 
keep children out of them or 
assure their escape 

It has been decided to get 
rid of self-locking mecha- 
nisms,

STOCKHOLM — Children in 
Sweden's rapidly changing 
achool system start sex edu- 
cation courses at the age of 
seven, Boys and girls are 
jointly taught sewing and 
woodwork, Textbooks depict 
mothers and fathers inter- 
changeably working and car- 
ing for children, 

“In our new curriculum this 
year we have sought to show 
that men and women have the 
saine possibilities,’ ‘said Shg 
Fred, an adviser to the 
National Board of Education 


who deals with sex and 
biological s. 
“We “should not try to 


influence a child's picture of 
life with books that show men 
and women in traditional 
roles," 


“Swedish schools have 
always aimed to prepare 
children as fully as possible 
for life,” Fred, a spare, 
earnest former biology 
teacher, said in his office 
“The essential point to our 
sex program is that we all 
have responsibility for each 
other, that parents must 
respect one another and every 
baby born must be welcome," 


“We are able to deal with 
sex education here because of 
the smallness of the country 

there are fewer people in 
Sweden than in New York 
and because our school sys 
tem is centrally directed,” he 
continued, “This eohesive 
system, with children taking 
the same program all over 
Sweden, makes programs 
such as sex education easier 
to implement,"’ 


Starting next year, each 16- 
year-old will enter a new 
‘‘gymnasial’’ school that will 
combine all the programs 
formerly offered, 


“We want to do away with 
the past situation,-where the 
upper class generally went to 
schools that led -to the univer- 


sity while the lower class 
entered vocational-training 
schools," said Anne-Marie 


Lindgren, a school specialist 
at the Ministry of Education 
and Cultural Affairs 

"That is not democracy,” 
she added emphatically. ‘In a 
democracy, as in school, 
people of all types must work 
together and one can't

The opening of the new two- 
to-four-year schools — which,

RARE DISEASE ‘SUDDEN’ KILLER 


By STUART AUERBACH 


WASHINGTON (WP) — A rare disease, 
mentioned in the world's medical literature only 16 
times since 1927, killed two American soliders in 
Vietnam 0 quickly that doctors had no chance to 
treat them, .army medical corps. officers. have 
reported. 

“It’s frightening,” said Lt.-Col. Andre J. 
Ognibene, a doctor now stationed at Walter Reed 
Army Medical Centre here after spending a year in 
Vietnam. 2 

In a report..in the current issue of the 
American Journal of Pathology, Dr. Ognibene and 
Lt.-Col. Evan Thomas warn—American doctors 
“that active infection may occur in servicemen 
after returning from Vietnam to the United States.” 


They described the disease as “a fatal 
infection” caused by a bacteria, Chromobacterium 
violaneum, 

“That's a bug that is capable of killing people 
and is quite rare,” said Ognibene. 

The bacteria is “widely distributed ‘In 
Vietnam,” The two ‘soldiers° who died were in 
opposite ends of the country, while a third soldier, 
who only suffered a skin sore, was in-a mid-coastal 
area, In addition, the doctors found signs of the 
bacteria in the main water supply of Pleikep, a 
village in Vietnam's central highlands. 

Ognibene and Thomas reported that the 
bacteria can lie latent in a patient's body for as 
long as 15 months. Then its attack is sudden, 

Both patients died during their first day in the 
hospital, before doctors could diagnose their 
illness.

In Cabbie's Murder

Gerry Mulholland was a dedicated athlete and 
he never missed a soccer practice. 


It was that dedication to fitness and precision 
that enabled him to remain, at the age of 37 — 
venerable years for an athléte — a star goalkeeper 


with Gorge Molsons. 


He led his team to an undefeated record this 
year in the Victoria and District Soccer League's 
third division. And at.an age when most men are 
packing it in because of creaky legs, opposing 
teams had scored only four goals on Mulholland. 


Tuesday night, for some un- 
known reason, Mulholland 
skipped his scheduled 7:30 
practice and took the taxi he 
drove part time to make a 
pickup at a downtown hotel. 

At 7:45 p.m, he was found 
slumped over the ateering 
wheel of his taxi in the 600 
tilock of Battery Street in the 
James Bay area, 

He had been murdered, 
Stabbed from behind by an 
unknown assailant and left 
to die, 

“Mulholland was pronounced 
dead on arriyal at St. 
Joseph's Hospital shortly 
after police arrived at the 
scene at 8 p,m. 


Victoria City Police said he 
had apparently died of a 
small stab wound in the back 
of the head. An autopsy was 
ordered and fesults were to 
be released later today. 


Meanwhile police were 
Searching the area for a 
murder weapon and a police 
dog from Nanaimo was being 
used in the investigation, 

Tt is believed police are 
searching for a screwdriver or 
a stilletotype knife with a 
narrow blade, 

Mulholland had no money 
on his person at the time he 
was found in his taxi, police 
said,

Jobless Rate 
9.5% in City

The employment picture in B.C. this month has 
failed to reflect the first encouraging signs in months 
recorded in other parts of the country, 


The seasonally-adjusted jobless rate fell for the 
first time this year across Canada, to 6.6 per cent in 
October from 6.9 per cent In September, the Domin- 
jon Bureau of Statistics reported from Ottawa today, 


The unemployment rate in’ 
B.C., however, remalinéd un- 
changed at 8.8 per cent, 
Worst hit areas in the prove 
ince are Victoria. and Vaen- 
couver, wheve $9.5 per eent of 
the labor force is out of work, 

Across the country, the 
number of jobless rose last 


. month to 419,000 from 398,000 


in September, a smaller in- 
crease than usual but up 
@ubstantially from, the . un- 
employment count of 314,000 
in October, 1969, 

Statistica aleo show an 
increase in the number of 
Canadians with jobs to 
7,993,000 in the middle of 
October, from 7,986,000 a 
month earlier, 

Because the increase in the 
mumber employed reversed 
the usual trend for October, 
the seasonally-adjusted job- 
less rate fell for the first time 
this year, 

But that percentage, 
watched by government 
authorities; as the main guide 
to eniployment patterns, was 
up from only 5.1 per cent in 
the same month one year ago, 

The adjusted jobless -rate is 
caleulated as the percentage 
of the total labor force 
unemployed, with the normal - 
sensonal ups and downs dis- 
counted to show the underly- 
ing trend, 

This rate has moved up 
wteadily.from 4.5 per cent last 
January, Most economists 
would regard a rate of 3 per 
cent as the target, 

In other parts of the 
country, the. adjusted jobless 
rate rose on the Prairies and 
went down in Eastern 
Canada, The rate dropped to 
7,6 per cent in the Atlantie 
region, shifted slightly to 8.8 
from 8,9 in Quebec, and fell 
to 4.6 from 5.1 in Ontario, 
‘British Columbia's increase 
in the number of workers 
without Jobs jumped dramati- 
cally from 58,000 in. Septem- 
ber to 69,000 last month, 

By comparison, there were 
onty 40,000 unemployed in 
October, 1969,

The employment picture in B,C. this month hag 
failed to reflect the first encouraging 


recorded in other parts of the country, 


The seasonally-adjusted jobless rate fell for the 


first time this year across Canada, to 6.6 per cent in 
October from 6,9 per cent in September, the Domin- 


jon Bureau of Statistics reported from Ottawa today. 


The unemployment rate in 
B.C, however, remained un- 
changed at 8&8 per cent, 
Worst hit areas in the prov- 
ince are Victoria and Van- 
couver, where 9.5 per cent of 
the labor force is out of work 

Across the country, the 
number of jobless rose last 
month to 419,000 from 308,000 
in September, a smaller in- 
crease than usual ‘but up 
substantially from the un- 
employment count of 314,000 
in October; 1968, 


Statisticn also show an 
increase in the number of 
Canadians with jobs to 
7,993,000 in the middle of 


October, from 
month earlier. 


Because the tnerease in the 
number employed reversed 
the usual trend for October, 
the seasonally-adjusted job. 
leas rate fell for the first time 
this year, 

But that percentage, 
watohed by government 
authorities as the main guide 
to employment patterns, was 
up from only 5.1 per cent in 
the same month one year ago, 

The adjusted jobless rate.is 
caloulated as the percentage 
of the total labor force 
unemployed, with the normal 
seasonal ups and downs dis- 
counted to show the underly.

This rate has moved up 
steadily from 4.5 per cent last 
January, Most economists 
would regard a rate of 3 per 
oent as the target,
